HEAVY GAS ATTACK AGAINST 
AMERICANS IN PICARDY.

with the American Forces on the 
, F tench Front, May 7.— The Germans 
j launched a heavy gas attack against 
jthe American troops on the Picardy 
front during the night. 
Early in the 


I evening they set over 15,000 shells, 
I composed chiefly of 
mustard 
gas, 
(within a brief period. 
These shells 
I were followed by an intense artillery 
(fire. 
At midnight several hundred 
gas shells were dropped 
into 
the 
American lines. 
Enemy airplanes appeared over the 
American lines about the same time. 
Anti-aircraft guns brought down one 
German machine and damaged an­ 
other. 
The extreme activity of the artil­ 
lery fire and night flares and the re­ 
ported movements behind the enemy 
lines in this sector make for a new 
attack, but General Pershing’s men 
are ready for any emergency. They 
are w eltering the enemy’s prepara­ 
tions blow for blow, keeping up a 
harassing artillery, rifle and machine 
gun fire and are actively patrolling.

francs ($22,227,000,000.) 
The public debt of Italy at the end 
of 1917 is estimated at about 35,-j 
000,000,000 lire ($6,676,000,000.) 
The debts of the central powers I 
are estimated as follows: Germany, 
$25,408,000,000; Austria, $13,314.- 
000,000, and Hungary, $5,047,000,- 


Our own public debt is now around 
$8,000,000,000 but more than half 
of this amount has been loaned to our 
allies and will be repaid to us. It is 
estimated that of the total net ex­ 
penditures of the United States for 
the fiscal year of 1918, exclusive of 
our advances to our allies, more than 
one-half will be defrayed by taxa­ 
tion.

American Aviation Camp, Southern 
Italy, May 7 (Correspondence of The 
Associated Press).— Control of young 
men on foreign soil is considered one 
of the main difficulties of their train­ 
ing by the 
American 
commander 
here. 
The instruction in the art of 
practical flying is far 
easier 
than 
teaching them how to avoid the in­ 
evitable temptations presented to vis­ 
itors in a new and interesting coun­ 
try* 
As the very life of the aviators 
depends on their mental and physical 
condition, without counting machines 
worth $5,000 or more each, the com­ 
mander is doing all in his power to 
teach his aviators to lead sober lives 
in every respect. 
The rough and ready discipline ap­ 
plied to infantry or artillery or cav­ 
alry has not been found adapted to 
aviators on whose morals so much de­ 
pends. Downright drunkenness and 
the contraction of avoidable diseases 
are the only two offenses which meet 
with severe punishment, and the lat­ 
ter always means court-martial. 
For the rest, persuasion is used. 
In the nightly lectures on firing, the 
aviators frequently are reminded of 
this stern fact: 
“You have been sent 
over here after great expense by the 
government of the United States. 
A 
whole lot of money is being spent on 
you, probably more thai) some of you 
are worth. But you were picked out 
as first class men, and it is up to you 
to prove it." 
A small handbook entitled "Prac­ 
tical Flying Hints" has just been 
published for the benefit of the camp 
by one of the Italian instructors, and 
the foreword by the American com­ 
mander deals with the care of the 
body." 
"The first requisite for an aviator 
is a strong and healthy body," it 
reads. 
In addition to tsat he must 
have the proper nervous and mental 
makeup, always on the alert and with 
absolute control over his body.

By the plan of Minister aw the 
Treasury Nitti, so far as concerns the 
Americans here who decide to send 
money home for any reason, or to any 
foreign country, they must fill out in 
duplicate a blank form provided by 
the bank setting them drafts and on 
this blank they must give the name 
of the person to whom money is sent, 
with the exact reason. Persons travel 
ing may buy the money of the coun­ 
try to which they are destined on 
presentation of passports or other 
papers.

FLEETOIWHEELS 
Via CISE COUNTRY 


(By the Associated Press) 
Great Lakes, May 7.— A fleet 
on 
wheels will cruise the Middle West, 
recruiting men and sending them di­ 
rect to the Great Lakes for train* 
ing. Lieutenant John Ronan, ordn­ 
ance officer, is preparing the fleet for 
action. It is expected the vessels will 
be placed in commission within the 
next two weeks. 
The fleet will be composed of three 
vessels, mounted on as many flat cars 
There will be a torpedo boat destroy­ 
er, a submarine and a submarine 
chaser of the Eagle type. 
All the vessels will mount guns. 
The submarine will carry torpedoes 
also. 
Crews for the ships will be picked 
from Great Lakes bluejackets and a 
detachment of the Great Lakes bank 
will accompany the fleet. 
Painted canvas will be stretched 
along the sides of the bottoms of the 
vessels to give the expedition of a 
sea-going effect. When the 
fleet 
is 
in motion it will have the appearance 
of bounding over the billowy deep. 
Two standard coaches, one to be 
used by the examining physicians and 
the other for mess purposes, will be 
carried with the fleet. Recruits im­ 
mediately upon application will be 
given their physical examination. 
As the fleet moves into a port the 
cannon will roar and the band play. 
Then the active work of recruiting 
will be begun. 
Plans for the movements of the 
fleet include a cruise over every trac­ 
tion line and railroad in the Middle 
West.

Preparing for tho Big Push. 
Rejoining Atwell after the execution 
I had a hard time trying to keep my 
secret from him. I think I must have 
lost at least ten pounds worrying over 
the affair. 
Beginning at seven in the evening it 
was our duty to patrol all communica­ 
tion and frontline trenches, ma lr top 
note of unusual occurrences, and ar­ 
resting anyone who should, to us, ap­ 
pear to be acting in a suspicious man­ 
ner. We slept during the day. 
Behind the lines there was great ac­ 
tivity, supplies and ammunition pour­ 
ing In, and long columns of troops con­ 
stantly passing. 
We were preparing 
for the big offensive, the forerunner 
of the battle of the Somme or "Big 
Push." 
The neverending stream of men, 
supplies, ammunition and guns pour­ 
ing into the front lines made a mighty 
ipccticlp, (me that cannot be de­ 
scribed. It has to be witnessed with 
yonr own eyes to appreciate Its vast­ 
ness. 
At our part of the line the influx of 
supplies never ended. It looked like 
a huge snake slowly crawling forward,. 
never a hitch or break, a wonderful, 
tribute to the system and efficiency of 
Great Britain's "contemptible little; 
army" of five millions of men. 
Huge fifteen-inch guns snaked along, 
foot by foot. by powerful steam trac­ 
tors. Then a long line of "four point 
five” batteries, each gun drawn by six 
horses, then a couple of "nine point 
two" howitzers pulled by Immense 
caterpillar engines. 
When one of these caterpillars would 
pass me with its mighty monster in 
tow, a flush of pride would mount to 
my face, because I could plainly read 
on the name plate, "Made in U. 8. AV 
and I would remember that lf I wore a 
name plate It would also read, "From 
the U. 8. A." Then I would stop to 
think how thin and straggly that 
mighty stream would be if all the 
"Made in U. 8. A." parts of it were 
withdrawn. 
Then would come hundreds of lim 
hers and "G. 8.” wagons drawn by 
sleek, well-fed moles, ridden by sleek, 
well fed men, ever smiling, although 
film y with sweat and covered with the 
fine, white dust of the marvelously 
well-made French roads. 
What a discouraging report the Ger­ 
man airmen must have taken back to 
their division' commanders, and this 
stream is slowly but surely fe ttle big­ 
ger and bigger every day, and the pace 
is always the san#. 
No slower, no 
faster, bot ever onward, ever forward. 
Three weeks before the big posh of 
July I—aa the battle of the Somme has 
been called-—started, exact duplicates 
of the German trenches were dug 
about thirty kilos behind oar lines. 
The layout of the trenches was taken 
fjom airplane photographs submitted 
by the Royal flying corps. The trench- 
M were correct to the foot; they 
showed dugouts, saps, barbed wire de­ 
fenses and danger spots. 
Battaliona that were to go over in 
the first waves were sent back for 
three days to study these trenches, en­ 
gage in practice attacks and have night 
maneuvers. Each man was required to 
make a map of the treadles and fa­ 
miliarize himself with the names and 


In tbs American anay MBeonpnte* 
atoned officers are pot through a com e 
of map making ar road sketching, and 
awing a y Ms years* service ta the 
United Sates cavalry I had pteaty of 
practice lo this wark; therefore nap­ 
ping these trenches was a compara­ 
tively easy task for aas. Bach aaa 
had to submit h a a sp to tho company 
commander to bo pasted upon, and I 
was lucky enough to have mins select­ 
ed as being sufficiently authentic to nae 
In lite attack. 
No photographs or maps arc allowed 
to leave France, but In this case ft ap­ 
pealed to me as a valuable souvenir of 
the great war and I managed to smug­ 
gle It through. At this time It carries 
no m iliary importance aa the British 
lines, I am happy to a y , have since 
been advanced beyond Ilia point, so 


fat having It a my possession I a a not 
breaking any regulation or cautions 
of the British army. 
The whole attack was rehearsed 
and rehearsed until we heartily caned 
the one who had conceived the Idea 
: The trenches were named according 
to a system which made It very simple 
for Tommy to find, even In the dark, 
any point In the German lines. 
These imitation trenches, or trench 
models, were well guarded from obser­ 
vation by numerous allied planes 
which constantly circled above them. 
No German airplane could approach 
within observation distance. 
A re­ 
stricted area was maintained and no 
civilian was allowed 
within three 
miles, sd we 
felt sure that we had a 
great surprise In stpre for Fritz. 
When we took over the front line 
we received 
an awful shock. 
The 
Germans displayed signboards over 
the top of their trench showing the 
names that 
we had 
called their 
trenches. 
The signs read "Fair/1 
"Fact," "Fate," and "Fancy," and sc 
on, according to the code names on 
our map. 
Then to rub It In, they 
hoisted some more signs which read. 
"Come on, we are ready, stupid Eng­ 
lish.” 
It Is still a mystery to me how they 
obtained this knowledge. 
There had 
been no raids or prisoners taken, so 
it must have been the work of spies 
in our own lines. 
Three or four days before the big 
posh we tried to shatter Fritz’s nerves 
b.v feint attacks, and partially suc­ 
ceeded as the official reports of July 
I '-how. 
Although we were constantly boni­ 
to) rdf rig their lines day and night, still 
we fooled the Germans several times. 
This was accomplished by throwing 
an intense barrage into his lines— 
then using smoke shells we would put 
a curtain of white smoke across No 
Man’s I«and, completely obstructing 
ills 
view 
of 
our 
trenches, 
and 
would 
raise 
our 
curtain 
of 
fire 
as if in an actual attack. 
All 
down our trenches the men would 
shout and cheer, and Fritz would turn 
j biose with machine-gun, rifle, and 
; shrapnel fire, thinking we were com­ 
ing over. 
After three or four of these dummy 
attacks his nerves must have been 
near the breaking point 
On June 24, 1910. at 9:40 In the 
morning our guns opened up, and hell 
j was let loose. The din was terrific, a 


I constant boom-boom-boom in your ear. 
At night the sky was a red glare. 
jo u r bombardment had lasted about 
I two hours when Fritz started reply- 
I ing. Although we were sending over 
ten shells to his one, our casualties 
were heavy. 
There was a constant 
stream of stretcher^ coming out of the 
communication trenches and burial 
pattie* were a common sight 
In the dugouts the noise of the guns 
almost h u rt You had the same sensa­ 
tion as when riding on the subway you 
enter the tube under the river going 
to Brooklyn—a sort of pressure on the 
ear drums, and the ground constantly 
trembling. 
The roads behind the trenches were 
very dangerous because Boche shrap­ 
nel ama constantly bursting over them. 
We avoided these dangerous spots by 
crossing through open fields. 
The destruction in the German lines 
was awful and I really felt sorry for 
them because I realised how they must 
be dicklfig it 
From our front-line trench, every 
now and again, we could hear sharp 
whistle blasts in the German trenches. 
These blasts were the signals for 
stretcher bearers, i i i meant the 
wounding or killing of some German In 
the service of hie fatherland. 
Atwell and I bad a tough limo of It 
patrolling tho different trenches at 
Dight, but after awhile got used to It 
My old outfit, tho machine gun com­ 
pany, was stationed In huge elephant 
dugouts about four hundred yards be­ 
hind the front-line trench—they were 
In reserve. Occasionally I would stop 
n their dugout end have a confab with 
(ny former mates. Although we tried 
to bo Jolly, still, there was s lurking 
reeling of Impending disaster.

man was wondering, if, after the

AVIATORS AT TEXAS 
CAMPS MAKE RECORDS 


(Bj the Associated Press) 
Dallas, Tex., May 7—New achieve­ 
ments in endurance 
and 
altitude 
tests at the Texas aviation camps 
have been recorded frequently this 
spring. Some of the latest are report­ 
ed from Ellington field at Houston, 
where on a single day new camp rec­ 
ords for both height and endurance 
were set. An army flyed whose name 
is withheld by order of th© execu­ 
tive authorities at the post, climb­ 
ed to 20,800 feet, only a little less 
than four miles in the air. On the 
same day, a civilian demonstrator for 
an eastern motor company remained 
in the air, with a passenger for 
nine hours and 53 minutes and de­ 
scended only when his last drop of 
gasoline had been consumed. 
The type of the machine used in 
the test for altitude, was withheld 
by the Ellington field authorities. 
The result, they said was gratifying 
and of great value in demonstrating 
the utility of certain innovations 
and improvements that have been un­ 
der consideration for some time. The 
climbing quality 
and 
power 
and 
speed developed exceeded expecta­ 
tions. 
In the endurance trial some of the 
officers had been of the opinion that 
the motor to be tested would stall 
before the gasoline in the tank was 
completely exhausted, while the man­ 
ufacturer’s demonstrator contended, 
of course, th at the motor would con­ 
sume every drop of available fuel. 
With a passenger he arose at 8:25 
a. rn. and stayed aloft until he vol­ 
plane dto a landing at 6:18 p. rn. 
without a hitch to interrupt his flight 
The engine continued running with­ 
out the slightest indication of stall­ 
ing until the last drop of fuel in the 
tank was drained into the cylinders.
